Slight Increase 
In School Funds 


SACRAMENTO 
fornia’s public schools will get 
slightly increased financial sup- 
port from the state during the 
next fiscal year. - 

Governor Warren yesterday 
signed into law 2 bill by Assem@ly- 
man Francis Dun, Oakland, which 
boosts the basic allowance the 
schools get for each student. 

The increased support will be 
financed from money left over 
from last year’s school support 
appropriation. 

The increases (per each student 
in average daily attendance) are: 

For elementary school districts 
of 85 or more students—from $145 
to $148 (elementary schools with 
fewer than 85 will get proportion- 
ate hikes.) 

For high school districts—from 
$175 to $185. 

For junior college districts— 
from $200 to $210. 

For county maintained schools 
for physically handicapped chil- 
dren—from $175 to $185. ,

The vote came at the end of 13 
jays of stormy debate.
